ing Daily 20 Hours. 
HAD GARBAGE SOLUTION. 


Mrs. Anna Schroeter sat silently in her 
small flat at 3006 West Madison street last 
night. Gathered about her were a few neigh- 
bors and friends who had come to console 
her. The lights were dimmed and the door 
to a small room off the parlor was shut. 
The room contained a desk and a drafts- 
man's table, A large glass case contained 
row after row of bottles filled with chemi- 
icals, neatly labeled, A bookcase of scien- 
tile works stood in the corner. 

This wag the workshop of Carl Schroeter, 
68 years old, chemiat, civil engineer, and an 
inventive genius who gave several fortunes, 
end, lastly, his life in the interest of ecience, 
He died yesterday at the county hogpital, 
penniless, just when he believed a new in- 
vention would bring him a new fortune and 
fame, He had perfected hia invention of a 
dry distillation process of digposing of mixed 
refuse and had planned to give a practical} 
demonstration of it to Col. Henry Allen, en- 
gineer in charge of the city’s garbage prob- 
lem, within the next few days. The inven- 
tion, it is believed, has been lost with hig 
death.

SIBERIA ARRIVES 
SAFELY IN PORT 


Captain at Manila Thinks Re- 
ported Sinking Due to 
Error in Receipt of 
Wireless Call. 


HAD NO TROUBLE AT ALI. 


News Puts End to World-Wide 
Fears That Over 500 Passen- 
gers and 300 of Crew 
Perished. 


MANILA, May 2.—The Pacific Mail steam- 
er Siberia, reported to have been wrecked 
off the coast of Formosa, arrived here at 11 
o’clock today. 

The captain reported that the Siberia had 
had an uneventful voyage from Nagasaki to 
Manila. 

Capt. Zeeder of the Siberia expressed the 
belief that the reports in circulation yester- 
day and last night that his vessel was in 
distress off the coast of Formosa and had 
sent out calls for assistance, ar over con- 
fusion in the call letters of the Steamer Per- 
ma. M. B. S.“ being mistaken for 8. O. G.,“ 
the marine wireless request for aid. 

The wireless operator on board the Siberia 
said the atmospheric conditions yesterday 
had been bad, making the sending of wire- 
less messages difficult. 


WORLD-WIDE ANXIETY ENDS. 

San Francisco, Cal. May 1.—Bighteen 
hours of anxiety in marine circles through- 
out the world ended tonight with the laconic 
report from Manila of the arrival there of the 
Pacific Mail Steamship company’s liner Si- 
beria. 

The Manila dispatch made unnecessary the 
aid of British and Japanese cruisers and of 
the trangpacific liner Minnesota, all of which 
started to the Siberia’s assistance, 

The passenger list of the Siberia, including 
the name of Mrs, Francis Burton Harrison, 
wife of the governor general of the Philippine 
islands, contained an unusual number of 
names widely known throughout the United 
States. 


BARLIER REPORTS ALARMING. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, ] 

TOKIO, May 1.—Repeated wireless calis 
supposed to have been pleas for assistance 
from the Siberia were received along the 
ast of Japan from early this morning 
until 10 o'clock tonight (about 9 a. m. Fri- 
day—Chiecago time). 

The calls were thought te give the ves 
sel’s position at a point of the coast 
of Formosa.

The fact that nothing was said in the 
calls for help as to what the trouble waza, led 
to the most alar ming report The first ru- 
mor was that the vessel was sinking, while 
it was seid later that it was on the rocksand 
in grave peril off the coast of Formosa. 

A later rumor was even more alarming. It 
suggested that Chinese pirates might have 
had something to do with the supposed dis- 
aster. 

The Siberia sailed from San Francisco on 
April 7 for Manila. It carried 521 passengers 
geventy-one in the first cabin, fifty im the 
second, and 400 in the steerage, The crow

Tells How Battle Bogan, 

Mrs. Jolly gave her veraion of the beginning 
of the battle She eald that on the morn- 
ing of Monday, April 20, after a baseball 
game, four militiamen came to the tent col- 
ony and asked Louis Tikas to permit them te 
arrest a man who, she said, was not in the 
colony. :

Now that the leaders of the strike in 
Colorado have accomplished a maximum 
of injury to the men who followed them 
and to the cause of organized labor, they 
have waived the paramount issue for 
which they have said they were contend- 
ing—recognition of the union—and offer 
to negotiate. | 

In reply the mine operators make pub 
lie one of the most drastic and elreum- 
stantial indictments that strike leaders 
have faced in many years. Unless its spe- 
cific allegations of fact can be disproved 
it will carry public opinion overwhelming: 
ly with it to the mine operators’ side. 

That is the curse the Huertas of the 
labor movement bring upon it through 
their shortsighted appeals to violence. 
Whenever violent disorders are resorted 
to the original causes of grievance sink 
out of sight and usually they never again 
are given the hearing they would have 
had if persistent appeals to public opin- 
jon had been relied upon. Not only does 
violence lose the particular battle. It sets 
back the whole campaign. 

This virtually always has been true. 
Yet there are always men who ignore 
the obvious and constantly are misleading 
the younger and the more ignorant work- 
ers to take up the one weapon which lu- 
sures their defeat. 

Not only the brutality of these leaders 
in Colorado but their folly should be con- 
sidered by union labor, and wherever they 


openly, honestly, and energetically con- 


, demned. 


The grievances set forth by the work- 
ers in the Colorado mines should have 
been made the basis of an appeal to the 
all-powerful tribunal of public opinion. 
To the champions of violence this may 
seem a long process, but it is not so long 
as theirs, for theirs will never arrive, On 
the contrary, violence means retreat and 
foredoomed defeat. 

In the United States there is no excuse 
for resorts to assassination and civil war- 
fare.

DIARRHOEA—ITS TREATMENT. 
LIARRHQBSA ie more prevalent dur 
ing the summer months. It reaches 
its maximum curve some time in 
August. This shows that it bears a 
relation to temperature and other at- 
mospheric and telluric conditions. In the 
treatment of the disease it is necessary, 
therefore, to have in mind the season of the 
year and the agencies which hasten or re 
tard recovery. 

Since food has much to do with the cause 
of diarrhcea, in the treatment of the disease 
great care should be observed in preparing 
the food. If the cause of the attack is lo- 
cated in the mother’s milk, the babe is to 
be kept away. from the breast and fed arti- 
ficial food. 

The best of all artificial foods is cow’s 
milk. Cow's milk easily undergoes fermen- 
tative changes in itself and is often con- 
taminated by specific poison. Before it is 
fed to the child it should be pasteurized. 
Where it is possible to obtain it, certified 
milk is preferable. 

~- 

As soon as it is discovered that the child 
has diarrhcea, all food should be withdrawn, 
It should be put to bed in a room where ab- 
solute quiet can be maintained. A dose of 


castor oil should then be given, and, if there 
are signs of fever, it should be given a sponge 


bath with tepid water. If the baby does not 
show signs of improvement within twenty- 
four to thirty-six hours, a physician should 
be called. 

Where the disease assumes a dysenteric 
nature, it may be several days before the 
child takes a turn for the better. In this 
case it would be fortunate if the treatment 
could be carried out under the supervision 
of a trained nurse. The main thing in this 
type of diarrhœa is the nursing, and, unless 
one has been trained in nursing, strict and 
accurate instruction from the attending phy- 
sician should be given in regard to each de- 
tail connected with the treatment, all of 
which are to be rigidly carried out. 


~~ 

The child should be kept in bed except in 
the case of a breast fed child when it is 
taken up to be fed. The patient should not 
be handled, and especially walking the room 
with the child in the arms is forbidden. 

The room should be kept cool, quiet, and 
provided with plenty of fresh air. The bed- 
ding should be changed frequently. Clean- 
liness is especially necessary. The nap- 
kins should be removed as soon as soiled 
and placed in à sterilizing solution, then 
washed and boiled. After the napkin is re- 
moved, the parts are to be carefully washed 
and thoroughly dried before redressing. 

When it is necessary to resort to medicine 
in the treatment of these cases, a careful 
physician must be called.

MPEROR WILLIAM’S visit to Baron 
Alfons Mumm yon Schwarzenstein 
at his beautiful Riviera villa of Cas- 
tello Girogio, near Porto Fino, about 
eight miles out from Genoa, after dis- 

embarking from the imperial yacht Hohen- 
zolliern on his way home from Corfu, nat- 
urally tends to give color to the reports 
according to which Baron Mumm is short- 
ly to succeed Gottlieb von Jagow as sec- 
retary of state for foreign affairs at Berlin. 

The baron was obliged to retire about 
three years ago from the post of ambassa- 
dor to Japan owing to an affection of the 
eyes, from which he is now entirely recov- 
ered. 

He is well known in the United Statea, 
where he spent several years connected with 
the German embassy at Washington, acting 
on numerous and important occasions as 
chargé d'affaires. He was on terms of con- 
siderably intimacy with Theodore Roose- 
velt and a familiar figure at Bar Harbor, 
Newport, and Tuxedo. 

The skill with which he solved several 
intricate questions here and afterward at 
Peking and in Japan won for him many 
tokens of imperial recognition, among them 
the office of chamberlain and the title of 
baron. 

While the title is therefore of modern 
date, the Mumm family is an old one and 
has figured for hundreds of years—in fact, 
ever since the beginning of the sixteenth 
century—among the patriciate of the—until 
1866—independent city of Frankfort-on-the- 
Main. The ancestral castle of Schwarzen- 
stein has been in the possession of the 
Mumma since 1514. ‘ 

~~ 


Baron Mumm took the place at Peking of 
the ill fated Baron Ketteler, who, it may 
be remembered, was murdered there at the 
outset of the Boxer troubles, leaving an 
American widow. 

A bachelor and rich, he gathered together 
a wonderful collection of curios and art 
treasures, both in China and Japan, many 
of which he has presented to the Berlin 
museum. 

He has always managed to retain the good 
will of the emperor, who has a high re- 
gard for his abilities; and that the kaiser 
should interrupt his journey back to Berlin 
in order to pay a long promised visit to 
the baron at his Castello Giorgio villa is 
naturally giving rise to a great deal of com- 
ment. 

Mme. Jeanne Negroponte, who has just re- 
ceived at Paris a medal from the king of 
Greece for her services in connection with 
the Greek ambulances during the last war 


in the Balkans, is no other than Jeanne, the 
favorite granddaughter of Victor Hugo, the 
idol of his old age, for whom he wrote The 
Art of Being a Grandfather.” 

A woman of great beauty and of much 
cleverness and fascination, she divorced 
first of all, Leon Daudet, son of Alphonse 
Daudet, the famous novelist and now leader 
of the Action Royaliste faction of the 
royalist party in France. 

Then she married Dr. Jean Charcot, of 
antarctic exploration celebrity, and who 
was the late Cornelius Vanderbilt’s medical 
attendant throughout his last stay ih Europe 
under the direction of his father, the world 
famed authority on nervous maladies. 

After she had divorced Dr. Charcot Jeanne 
gave her hand to Capt. Negroponte of the 
Greek army, stepson of the late Vicoor de 
Lesseps. r 
| — 

Victor de Lesseps was the younger of the 
two sons of old Comte Ferdinand de Les- 
seps by his first marriage and spent many 
years in Egypt as the resident managing di- 
rector of the Suez canal. 

It was there that he met his wife, a sister 
of the Greek Alexandrian bankers, Constan- 
tine and Ambroise Sinadino, who was at 
the time the widow of George Negroponte, 


whose family had played a notable role in 
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the Greek war of liberation in the early 
part of the nineteenth century. 

Victor de Lesseps regarded her son by her 
first marriage as if he were his own off- 
spring, and young Negroponte was treated 
by old Ferdinand de Lesseps as if he were 
one of his grandchildren. 

When he grew up young Negroponte en- 
tered the Greek army, attained the rank of 
captain, and, being rich through h's mcth- 
er and her brothers, married some years 
age Jeanne Hugo, the ex-wife of Leon Dau- 
det and Jean Charcot. 

The union proved a happy one. Capt. Ne- 
groponte recently died in Paris as the re- 
sult of an operation for appendicitis. 

As soon as the now grief stricken widow's 
period of mourning is over she will doubt- 
less take to herself a fourth husband. No- 
body dreams of Jeanne Hugo remaining 
single.

Among the most illustrious houses of the 
European aristocracy is that of Harcourt, 
which for the last 900 years has played so 
notable a role in the history of France and 
of England. 

It has just lost the chief of the entire clan 
in the person of old Marquis Bernard d’Har- 


,court, aged 72, and at his funeral in Paris 


the other day the entire ancienne noblesse, 
as well as all those who are anxious to be 
considered as belonging thereto, was pres- 
ent, the crowd being so great that it was 
necessary to hold simultaneous services in 
two separate churches. 

At one the attendance was composed en- 
tirely of men, headed by several princes of 
the house of Bourbon and Russian grand 
dukes, while at the other there were only 
ladies, with the venerable Duchesse de Char- 
tres, widow of that gallant French royal 
prince who served on the staff of Gen. Mc- 
Clellan during the war of the unionin Amer 
ica, occupying the front rank. 

The old marquis is succeeded in the family 
honors by his only son, like himself a mem- 
ber of the Jockey club and of the Agricole 
and a former cavalry officer. 

The Duc d' Harcourt et de Beuvron is the 
chief of a younger branch of the family. 

~~ 

The Harcourts trace their origin to Ber- 
nard the Dane, cousin of Rollo, Duke of 
Normandy, by whom he was invested in 
912 with the seignieury of Harcourt in what 
is now the department of the Eure. 

The Harcourts participated in the conquest 
of England under William of Normandy, 
One of them commanded the Norman arch- 
ers at the battle of Hastings, and his name 
appears as such on the Battle Abbey roll, on 
the Bayeaux tapestry, in Brunton's Chron- 
lele,“ and in Leland's Collectiana.” 

It was during the reign of Richard Cœur 
de Lion that one of the Harcourts became 
possessed of Stanton Harcourt, in Oxford- 
shire, now owned by Lewis Harcourt, the 
secretary of state for the colonies and mar- 
ried to the late J. Pierpont Morgan's niece, 
Mary Burns of New York. 

A Harcourt carried Henry VII. “o stand- 
ard at the battle of Bosworth; another took a 
leading part in the colonization of Virginia. 

In Queen Anne's reign Simon Harcourt 
became lord high chancellor of England. 
His descendant and successor was subse- 
quently created Harl of Harcourt, a title 
which lapsed at his death in 1830, when the 
mate line in Fngland becsme extinct, its 
name, its armorial bearings, and its posses- 
sions passing to the nephew of the last earl. 


‘William Vernon, who, adopting the name 


and arms of Harcourt, was the grandfather 
of the Lewis Harcourt of today.

In France the history of the Harcourt fam- 
ily was equally illustrious, and prior to the 
great revolution it had furnished no less 
than five field marshals to the French army,

T is not often that a really remarkable 
book falls into the reviewers’ hands. 
The reviewer who loves his work, and to 
whom this constant flowing of other 
men's ideas through his brain continu- 

ally suggests the possibility of some fine 
intellectual adventure, is always hoping for 
a book which will convey a new thought. 
Of well intentioned mediocrity there is no 
end. Books which are fairly good are as 
common as food which is good enough. But 
a book written with intense conviction is 
another thing. It is seldom met with, but 
when it is so encountered, it leaves a pro- 
found impression upon the memory. 

Such @ book is PRISONS AND PRISON- 
ERS (George H. Doran company), by Lady 
Constance Lytton, an English militant suf- 
fragist, several times imprisoned for stone 
throwing and similar demonstrations. It 
has been very difficult for American women 
to understand the English militants. Their 
violent acts have seemed singularly illogical. 
To break the window or burn the house of 
‘an innocent men, because the woman who 
committed the offense wished to vote, has 
reeked of irrelevancy. To destroy a fine 
picture or antiquity belonging to the govern- 
ment has seemed vuigarly unpatriotic. But 
Lady Constance Lytton, a spinster and semi- 
invalid, who had lived until middle life, a 
quietly monotonous existence on her father’s 
estate, and who flamed suddenly into mill- 
tancy, undertakes to explain her convictions 
and motives, and those who suffer from a 
mental and ‘moral curiosity regarding the 
meaning of the feminine revolution now be- 
ing prosecuted in England, cannot do better 
than to read her book. 

At the age of 39 Lady Constance confesses 
that an overmastering laziness and a fatal- 
istic submission to events as they befell were 
the guiding factors in her existence. Then 
several events conspired to cause in her an 
intellectual awakening. She became a vege- 
tarian from principle; she came into the 
possession of a competency; she entered into 
a sort of social service by which she hoped 
to help revitalize the moribund social life of 
rural England. It was this social service 
which brought her into association with cer- 
tain leaders among the suffragists. 

She became sufficiently interested to criti- 
cise them and write a pamphlet to refute 
their point of view. The arrest of a number 
of women for issuing a handbill calling upon 
the people to sustain the women in a depu- 
tation to the prime minister caused Lady 
Constanoe to ex, ress her sympathy and to 
offer her services to the prisoners. She thus 


I became aware of the thwarting methods used 


by officials, and convinced of the imperative 
need for suffrage. Finally, seeing how futile 
was the sympathy of merely theoretic suf- 
fragists, she became converted to the idea 
of militancy, and having done so, took an 
early opportunity of placing herself on rec- 
ord as a member of one of the forbidden 
deputations. Delicate as she was, she sub- 
mitted to all the rough handling of the police, 
and after interesting preliminary experi- 
ences, found herself in Halloway jail

confessions of faith I have ever read, but to 
quote from them would be to emasculate

The experience in Holloway jail was but 
the first of many. At first unusual consider- 
ation was shown her because she was & 
member of the nobility. Eventually she dis- 
guised herself and as Jane Warton suffered 
the horrors of forcible feeding and all the 
neglect and contumely which is the lot of 
ordinary prisoners. 

Lady Constance is firm and insistent in 
her denials of any desire for conspicuosity 
on the part of the militants. All is for the 
cause, she affirms, nothing for the individual.

When confined in Newcastle prison, Lady 
Constance wrote to the London Times on 
behalf of herself and the other prisoners the 
following letter: 

Sir—We ask you to give us our last opportunity 
before we go through the ordeal awaiting us in 
Newcastle prison, of explaining to the public the 
action which we are about to take. We want to 
make it known that we shall carry on our pro- 
test in our prison cells. We hall put before 
the government by means of the hunger strike four 
alternatives: to release us in a few days; to inflict 
violence upon our bodies; to add death to the cham- 
pions of our cause by leaving us to starve; or, 
and thie ie the best and only wise alternative, to 
give women the vote. 

We appeal to the government to yield; not to the 
violence of our protest, but to the reasonableness 
of our demand and to grant the vote to the duly 
qualified women of the country. We shall then 
serve our full sentence quietly and obediently and 
without complaint. Our protest is against the 
action of the government in refusing woman's 
suffrage, and against that alone. We have no 
quarrel with those who may be ordered to mal- 
treat us. 

Lady Constance wrete on the walls of her 
cell her name and these words from the 
Book of Joshua: Only de thou strong and 
very courageous.” * 4 

Receiving a letter asking her if she was not 
ashamed of having thrown her stone—for 
the throwing of which she was arrested—not 
far from a family residence of relatives of 
hers, and asking if she did not therefore 
feel her act to be a double disgrace, she was 
able to reassure hereelf in this manner:

That good women and cultivated women, 
young and aged, high born and low born, 
should unite in regarding stone throwing as 
a symbol of their protest and imprisonment 
as 4 privilege, is a phenomenon which the 
intelligent inquisitive would fain compre- 
nend. They cannot but be grateful, no mat - 
ter what their own opinions on the subject 
may be—for a book of lucid explanation. 


“Tet Us Shock the 
Middle Classes.

Hm old war cry of the Bohemians of 
Paris, Let us shock the bourgeoisie,” 
has continued from the days of 
Schaunard until those of the “ brave 
men of the English Review. Like 

the French royalists who rush out on the 
slightest provocation, or on no provocation 
at all, to shout Down with the Republic! ” 
these interesting young spirits keep fighting 
the middle classes, who, blindly ignorant of 
the antagonism which they cause, go calmly 
on selling butter and cheese, making cloth, 
building houses, or at whatever other occu- 
pation comes within the right of a middie- 
classer to follow. 

These remarks are the result of reading an 
introduction to an English version of Sten- 
dahl’e “THE RED AND THE BLACK.“ 
which Mr. Horace B. Samuel has just trans- 
lated for E. P. Dutton & Co. Mr. Samuel 
fears that the story will not be shocking 
enough, so he has written this introduction, 
telling us all about it and explaining what a 
devil of a fellow Stendahl really was. He is 
sure that commonplace and “ suburban 
souls” will not approve of the author or the 
book, but he defiantly asserts that whether 
one likes the book or not shouki be the test of 
his mentality. He throwe down the gage of 
battle. It is for the bourgeoiale to produce a 
champion if they have one. 

This is a great pother to make about a com- 
paratively small thing. Stendahl was dis- 
covered and measured up fairly well before 
Mr. Samuel was born, and as for appreciation 
in English, this, too, has been done before 
Mr. Samuel did hia, and in a far aner man- 
ner, to wit: by Mr. Huneker. 

There is no doubt that Stendal was first 
of all a psychologist of great analytical pow- 
er; that he influenced Balzac, and Neitzsche 
and Tolstol and others. The literature of 
several tongues bear witness to this, but for 
all that he was a man with a very narrow 
range of observation or experience. The only 
thing he had for purposes of introspection 
was hie soul, and it was one of the smallest 
in the world. 


Mr. Samuel considers ‘* Rouge et Noir” 
Stendhal's best work and one of the few 
great books of the world. It contains, no 
doubt, some remarkable characters, and we 
read a great deal about what they thought of 
themselves, but this psychology, while very 
well for Napoleonic days, is amateurish com- 
pared with what has since been done, even 
by some “lady novelists,“ at whom Mr. 
Samuels takes the usual British masculine 
sneer. 

Nor do the scenes of the book which the 
translator thinks so strong shock the middle 
classes. The truth is that they have become 
pretty well used to highly spiced fiction. 

Stendahl, small as his literary output was, 
left a decided mark on French letters, and 
his influence is in a measure felt today, but 
his fame will not be helped by hysterical 
praise. At least one of the middle class 
refuses to be shocked by Rouge et Noir.”’ 
He thinks “ La Chartreuse de Parme the 
better book.

just about coming off the press It is called 
“THE RENAISSANCE OF THE GREEK 

IDEAL“ (Stokes) and is Ulustrated with 144 
pictures and diagrams. Mra Watts has 
given exhibitions in and around New York 
during the last winter and her lectures as 
well as her poses have been very much ad- 
mired, 

Of all the lost secrets of antiquity, she 
thinks that perhaps the most important is 
that which produced the enormous physica! 
superiority of the Greeks over any other race 
of human beinga How the secret of this 
physical condition has been lost will never 
be decided. 

The modern human being has drifted very 
far away in physical form from the Greek. 
At the same time there have been efforts 
made in modern times, particularly today, 
to acquire physical perfection. To speak 
personally, Mra. Watts says: 

“I myself began as an ordinarily active 
human being, but, in the course of training, 
development, researches, and discoveries, 
gradually acquired a knowledge that led to 
a condition which is nearer to that of the 
Greeks than any other that has yet been 
achiev ed. 

The secret consists in a condition of the 
muscles totally different from any realized 
by athletes since the time of the Greeks, a 
condition of tension, which transforms dead 
weight into a living force, and which made 
the Greek as different from the modern hu- 
man being as a stretched rubber band differs 
from a slack one.“ 

The training of the foot is one of the most 
essential things in connection with physical 
development. Greek babies, Mrs. Watts has 
no reason to think, were different from any 
Other babies, but their mothers were dif- 
ferent, and it is the mother who was re- 
sponsible for its development, especially 
for the way in which it stood and walked: 

The neck was carried much further back 
on the spine without throwing the chin in 
the air; the hips also were more behind the 
body than under it; the elbows farther back 
and turned in instead of out. Above all, the 
child was made to walk on the inside of its 
foot with the toes planted in straight line 
with the heel; never turned outwards. 

Finally. when the child went to the gym- 
nasium, the object of its training was not 
how to develop ita muscles but to learn how 
to transform their condition, at will, into one 
that rendered the whole body master of 
itself on the instant. 

“ The feet, then, are the first to register any 
alteration in the balance. It seems hardly 
necessary to point out that this training 
involves the complete renunciation of the 
high heel, which in itself means an entire 
readjustment of the weight of the body, and 
at first it feels strangely unbalanced; but 
when the springs reassert themselves, as 
they surely will, one awakens toa new world. 

People often object on the score of ugli- 
ness to the abolition of the heel and the alter- 
ation of the ordinary pointed toe of the 
modern shoe, and T confess that everything 
I have ever seen which claimed to be a 
naturally shaped or ‘hygienic’ shoe has 
been of a form that would have made me 
willingly wear a distortion forever rather 
than see my foot In one of these exaggera- 
tions. Some people may have square feet, 
but, on the other hand, many of us have not, 
and as no amount of assurance as to the 
beauty of the straight inside line will carry 
conviction, I have thought it best to give a 
photograph of my actual shoes. She does 
give a photograph of her actual shoes, and ! 
may say that they are very shapely, with 
nothing eccentric about them. 

Mrs. Watts has written a most interesting 
book and while it is not devoted to dancing 
it is devoted to physical development. which 
is something that all dancers, especially pro- 
fessional dancers, must be interested in.

HRE WANDERER’S NECKLACE,“ 
by Sir H. Rider Haggard, ie the 
story of a northman of the latter 
part of the eighth century, told in 
an indirect first person by one of the 
hero's subsequent reincarnations.. By means 
of this highly artificial method of treating 
his eubject the author is able to deal only 
with disjointed crises, and so spares himself 
the tedium of evolving much detail with 
which to fill in the gaps. 

The first scenes take place in Jutland. Olaf 
appears to us as a man whose spiritual rest- 
lessness and abnormally high moral tone 
make him incomprehensible to his rougher 
companions and eventually drive him out 
to seek some panacea for his discontent. The 
lifting of the next curtain shows him as one 
of the company of the northmen who guard 
the Empress Irene in Constantinople and the 
deprecating object of that lady's passion— 
@ passion of which he modestly remains ig- 
norant until she literally throws herself at 
his neck. 

With dissying rapidity Olaf's moral crav- 
ing is satisfied by Christianity, he falls in 
love with an Egyption, is therefore tortured 
and blinded by the jealous empress, and is at 
last set free by his Norse companions. After 
a judiciously administered number of éifi- 
culties patiently borne and nobly surmounted 
he marries and settles down as governor of 
Lesbos. But again his magnanimity gets 
the better of him and causes him to spare the 
banished Irene, sent to him by the usurping 
emperor to be put to death. This noble deed 
drives him to seek refuge in his native land. 
Let us hope that there this harried Odysseus 
at last found rest and peace! 

That portion of the book which tells of 
Irene and the situation in Constantinople is 
stimulating, for it deals with a period of 
Greek history with which the ordinary pub- 
lic ig unacquainted. This unfamiliarity has 
not led Mr. Haggard to juggle with his facts, 
and if he had amplified them and given us 
less action we should have been well content. 

Perhaps it was because he realized how 
easily the public is bored that he sauced 
“The Wanderers Necklace so well with 
emotional thrills, hoping to make its slight 
dose of facts both palatable and beneficial. 
(Longmans, Green & Co) 
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An absorbing story that possesses the ad- 
ditional charm of being different is Mar- 
garita Spalding Gerry's THE MASKS OF 
LOVE (Harper's). Marjorie Spofford is a 
beautiful, cultured young girl who is filled 
with an overmastering desire to experience 
a fullness of life during the year preceding 
her marriage toa college friend.

GREAT LOSS TO THE NAVY. 


Chicago Man 
Taken to Guard Fuel Supply. 


— 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. G., Mey 1 [Special. 
While the United States navy stands in 
urgent need of a large supply of fuel oll for 
its warships the administration is allowing 
the Southern Pacific Railroad company to 
appropriate $1,000,000,000 werth of oil on 
government lands. 

This charge, which was made by Represen- 
tative Thomson of Chicage, Progressive, ére- 
ated a sensation in the house this afternoon 
during the debate on the na val appropriation 
Dill. | 

Mr. Thimeon accused Attorney General 
McReynolds of neglect of his duty in not 
pressing the suit to oust the railroad com- 
pany from these lands at a time when the 
secretary of the navy is asking an appropria- 
tion of $500,000 for the purchase or lease of 
an oll supply for vessels of war. The rail- 
road company, he said, is selling of] worth 
$250,000 a month from these government 
lands to the Standard Ou company. 


Cites Report by Lane. 

“Tn his last annual report,.“ ‘Mr. Thom- 
don said, “ Secretary Lane called attention 
to the necessity of the government taking 
action to retain sufficient oil lands to meet 
the neédg of our navy and make our ships 
independent of the world, so tar as oil fuel 
is concerned. At the hearings held by the 
committee on naval affairs, testimeny was 
given by Secretary Daniels and Admiral 
Griffin to a similar effect, The latter official 
stated that the only olls that should be 
used as fuels are those produced in Mexico 
and Californie. He stated that a supply of 
ol] for the use of the navy was absolutely 
necessary, and was becoming more so every 
year, because all the naval vessels we are 
now building are exclusively oi] burners. 

“ Secretary Daniels stated to the commit- 
tee that we now have sixty ships in the navy 
using oll only, and that it had been esti- 
mated the navy would use 30,000,000 gallons 
of oll during the next fiscal year. The secre- 
tary asked the committee for an appropria- 
tion of half a miliion dollars for the pur- 
pose of buying or leasing oil lande for use 
by the navy. He added, ‘It is hard to get 
off lands and that is the reason we should 
begin early and press it,’ 


No Support to Resolution. 
“Last Octeber 1 introduced a resolution 
in thie house, after the attorney general's 
office had tried to persuade me not to, call- 
ing attention to the fact that the Southern 
Pacific raliroad company was in possession 
of approximately 125.000 acres of petroleum 
bearing lands in California of the estimated 
value of over §1,000,000,000, claiming title 
thereto under @ grant from the United 
States. 

“My resolution further called attention to 
the fact that on Dee. 2, 1912, the govern- 
ment bad filed a bill in the federal court in 
California seeking a decree ousting the rail- 
road company from these lands.

“healthful fatigue when we admit to our- 
selves that we are ‘a little tired.” Duties like 
those we have had the privilege of perform- 
ing for you are “ the labor we delight in that 
hysics pain.“ We = rejoice with you in the 
abundant contributions to your library and list 
of correspondents. 
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AST fall and again this spring we 

to see what is sometimes ea led the 
man endive, or more properly in 
our groceries by the barrel, whereas it 
was formerly to be seen only a few heads 
at a time and well bleached. You can now get 
splendid heads not bleached at all, and these 
must needs be cooked. They are excellent when 
boiled in salted Water, pressed dry, finely 


chopped and then seasoned generously, with un- dev 


salted butter preferably, though salted will do. 
A little lemon juice added will make an agreea- 
ble change. 

In our coming knowledge of chicory, . which 
has such valuable tonic properties, we need 
to learn how to bring out all its gracious prop- 
erties. Nothing dees this better than sweet 
butter, but the greens may be blanched and then 
cooked in meat stock well seasoned with differ- 


ent vegetables. A raw or uns.asoned stock is. 


not good to use with vegetables, which require 
but little cooking. It may be used with those 
requiring longer cooking, for then the different 
vegetable flavors, like those from a small car- 
rot, a small onion, some turnip, etc., may be 
added.

In his. preface to some cooked chicory recipes 
Escoffier says: . 

CHICORY, ENDIVE, AND BELGIAN CHIC- 
ORY—"“ Three kinds of chicory are used for 
cooking—viz.: 1. Curled chicory, improperly 
termed ‘endive’ in England 2. Flemish chic- 
ory, which is genuine endive in its primitive 
state—i. e.: grown in the open air. It greatly 
resembles escarole. 3. Brut sels chieory, or the 
Belgian kind, obtained from cultivating the 
root of Flemish chickory in the dark. This last 
kind is quite different frota tl first two, both 
with regard to its quality and its culinary 
treatment,.and it will be dealt with later under 
the name of endive.“ . 

The third class is the French endive, or what 
we are coming to call witloof, and which. we 
may sometime call Brusselsiaf, - they do in 
Holland, since everything seems to show that. it 
was in Brussels, the city of good things to eat. 
that this variety of chicory Wes evolved, 

Chicory greens, the real green and not the 
blanched chicory, are parboileé [ten minutes ar 
so], drained, chopped, then thickened with but- 
ter and flour braided together, moistened with 
soup stock, seasoned, a pinch of powdered sugar 
is sometimes added, and cooked in the oven for 
an hour, then served with cream and butter. 


‘general use 
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The author of The Book of Useful Plants” 
says: N 
* n turnip rooted varieties of chicory 
are grown as a table vegetable, to be baked or 
boiled like turnips. Another group of varieties 
from wild chicory have succulent 
stalks and tender, finely cut leaves, used for 
salads. One must like the tang of young dan- 
delion leaves to enoy chicory as 4 salad or pot 
herb. Boiled and served with vinegar and other 
seasoning, it is delightful in early spring.” 

The subject of chicory th this book is intro- 
duced as follows: 

“A ragged, sprawling weed has -ught the 
eyes of every boy and girl who tramps along 
country roads, for it opens its blue flowers early 
in the morning and cl them about noon. 
This chicory, or suécory, is called wild 
bachelor’s button. It is scatiered as a wild 
plant over Europe and America. It belongs to 
the composite family with the dandelions and 
the lettuces and the sunflowers. 

“Its bitter juice has medicinal p operties. In 
many communities it still is the standard home 
remedy for jaundice and other liver complaints. 
We do not hear of chicory as a commercial crop 
in this country, but we shall in time. In Europe 
it is grown extensively for its roots.” 

— : 

An old encyclopedia says that this plant was 
cultivated and esteemed by the ancient Egyp- 
tions, Greeks, and Romans. It tells how for a 
hundred years its roots have been the most 
successful adulterant of coffee: 7 

“Tt gives the coffee additional color, bitterness 
and body, and may perhaps r a sedative, tonic, 
and diuretic modify its stimulant and irritating 
effects. It is at least in very extensive and 
the leaves blanched form 
a favorite salad on the « ntinent, known in 
Paris as barbe de capucin. In Belgium the fresh 
roots are boiled and eaten with butter, and 
throughout the continent the roots are stored 
for use as salads during winter.“ 

In Italy they preserve or can the leaves in 
butter and olive oil. That it is widely used we 
can judge from the fact that perhaps all Ru- 
ropean nations have a e for it which is to 
be found in cook books. The French is “ chic- 
oree sauvage”; German, wilde chicorie"’; Dan- 
ish, “sichorie™; Spanish, “achicoria amafga o 
agreste’’; Portuguese, chicoria.”

Warden Chapman Seeks Means to Stop 
Practice of Institutions Ousting 
Those Unable Longer to Pay. 


Warden W. O. Chapman of the county hos- 
pital is seeking to find some means—law 
enactment if necessary—to prevent private 
hospitals from sending their patients to the 
county hospital after they become unable 
any longer to pay for their bed and medical 
attention.

Auditor of Road Before Com- 
merce Body Says Mellen 
Gave Out Funds. 


BILLARD CASE TAKEN UP. 


Washington, D. C., May 1—The interstate 
commerce commission today resumed its in- 
vestigation into the relations of the New 
Haven railroad and the Billard company. 

Political contributions paid in 1904 by Pree- 
ident Mellen to the Republican national com- 
mittee and to various state committees, 
amounting to $102,000, figured in the day's 
testimony as an enlivening incident. 7 

These payments, it was shown, did net ap- 
pear on the New Haven’s books, having been 
authorized by the New Haven directors out 
of “ unexpected profite from Mr. Mellea’s 
sale of treasury stock of the company. 

Auditor of Road Testifies. 

Julian M. Tomlinson, auditor of the New 
Haven, testified about the contributions, 
which he said President Mellen told him he 
had made out of his own funds, afterwards 
being reimbursed by the road. 

The witness said he recalled seeing a vouch- 
er of the Consolidated railorad company, an- 
other New Haven subsidiary, showing à pay- 


ment of $100,000 to Mr. Robbins, then gen- 


eral counsel for the New Haven. 

Samuel C. Hemingway, president of the 
Second National bank of New Haven, and 
treasurer of the Billard company from its 
organization until it waa reorganized last 
October, was the frst witness. Mr. Hem- 
ingway is one of the four men connected with 
{he company who on April 10 refused to an- 
swer questions put to them and against whom 
a federal grand jury voted indictments for 
that reason. 

Hemingway Gives His Evidence, 

Mr. Hemingway said he became a director 
ot the Boston and Maine railroad in 10908, 
when Billard became a stockholder in the 
road, and resigned about the time he retired 
as treasurer of the Billard company. 

“So you were a dummy for Mr. Billard’ 
counsel asked. 

“Yes, if you want to put it thet way.” 

“What was the Billard company created 
for?’ 

“I do not know, except that it was to take 
over the debentures” 

“You know there was a law in Massachu- 
setts forbidding the New Haven from own- 
ing trolley lines in western Massachusetts.

In that minute he saw thirty feet of strong 
fron fence at the east side of the square bend 
like wire against the pressure of thourands 
of frightened men, women, and children and 
sive way completely. He saw young giris 
who had been crushed against the fence fall 
with it and lie face downward, screaming, 
while a wave of human beings rolled over 
them and buried them from sight. 

Rubin himself walled back the wive with 
Ofty policemen. As things ordinarily hap- 
pen those women would have been Mille or 
terribly injured But by Rubin's quick think- 
ing and by the best of good luck. perhaps, 
they were ‘more frightened than hurt. 


On Watch for Bomb Throwing. 
It was a near tragedy and it came as the 
climax of a nervous afternoon through every 
hour of which the police commanders and 
cther men, whose business tovk them to the 


| center of the close packed crowd of 12.000, 


were afraid that the demonstration wou'd 
rot erd without bomb throwing, savage 
fighting, and killing. 

The Socialist organizations that marched 
to Union square to celebrate the interna- 
ticnal laber day had a right to the pari. 
Their attitude was at all times peaceabic. 
But the hectoring, the insults, and the 
threatening from the IL W. W., the anarch- 
ists, and the roughs who cursed under no 
particular flag, caused apprehension. These 
agitators were responsible in six hours for a 
series of fights, panics, and clubbings and 
finally brought about the curious wave of 
fear which came near ending the lives of the 
women who were swept under when the 
iron fence gave way. 


Insult Socialist Speakers. 

This occurred at 6:30 p. m. A group of 
Italian Socialists who were unable to get mear 
the pavilion from which the regular speakers 
were talking organized a meeting of their 
own at the north of the square. The Italians 
spoke from an automobile, in which Miss 
Caroline Dexter and other well known So- 
cialists were sitting. 

Three loud voiced sneering men, identified 
by the Socialists as I. W. W. men of the 
Berkman-O’Carroll following, shouldered to 
a place near the automobile and insulted the 
Socialist speakers. The bot tempered Italians 
were for leaping at them, but Miss Dexter and 
her friends restrained the angry men. 

Twenty or more policemen let fly at the dis- 
turbers, and when I. W. W. sympathizers 
some distance off threatened them they 
charged the sympathizers, using clubbs pret- 
ty freely. : 

Fence’ Gives Way Before Bush, 

In English and Yiddish men and women 
screamed. A panic wave started at the 
north side of the square and rolled east and 
south, so that in no time at all at least 6,000 
persons were trying to get away from the 
little rumpus at the north and crowded 
against the fence, which gave way. 

The Socialist organizations had a permit 
to use the square for the afternoon. They 
were not to assemble there until 2 o'clock, 
But the I. W. W. and the anarchists gath- 
ered in Mulberry Bend at 11 a. m., troubled 
the sunshine with ugly speeches, and finally 
marched, spilling curses and threats for the 
sole purpose of making their way to Union 
square and dominating the Socialist cele- 
bration. 

Crowd Insults a Priest. 

The column of 200 men and perhaps fifty 
women insulted a priest at Great Jones and 
Lafayette streets. Father Alexander J. 
Fitzpatrick, head of the Father Drumgoole 
mission, watched the parade from a bal- 
cony. The leaders of the column cursed him 
and shouted vile names at him. Their fol- 
lowers grabbed up street debris—wadded 
newspapers, banana peelings, refuse—and 
threw the stuff at the priest. He smiled a 
little and went inside, 

In front of Grace church the I. W. W. 
paused to shout more vileness and to curse 
all churches and all religions. 

The column reached the north side of Union 
square at about 11:35a.m. There were only 
a handful of policemen on duty. These warned 
the leaders to withdraw from the park. 

Berkman, O’Carroll, and the women agi- 
tators paid no attention to the warnings. Po- 
liceman Beattie asked to see their permit. 
Berkman and others refused to show a per- 
mit. They had none. Beattie attempted to 
pull them from the speakers’ box and he was 
felled with a cane.

TRIES OUT A REPORTER. 


Dr. W. J. Hickson of Vineland, N. J., and 
Miss Mary Campbell of Milwaukee, who are 
to direct the new psychopathic laboratory 
in connection with the Municipal court, ar- 
rived yesterday and reported for duty to 
Judge Olson. 

A boy accused of stealing automobile tires 
was found to be moron—without the intelili- 
gence to develop sufficient will power to re- 
sist temptation. Two other defendants from 
the boys’ court, one of them the son of a 
lawyer, were found to be in the same class, 
The fourth was declared to be a psycho- 
pathic—the victim of an unsteady nervous 
system. b 

When Dr. Hickson’s laboratory is com- 
pletely equipped a formidable array of ap- 
paratus will line its walls and fill its cabinets. 


Machines Tell It All. 

The jaw of the subject man may be square, 
his eyes steady, and his muscles large—but if 
he be lacking in will power the Ergograph 
will find him out. All he will dd while oper- 
ating the Ergograph will be to draw up and 
extend one of his arms while the machine 
keeps track of his endurahce on a meter. 
The strain physically is next to nothing—it 
is the mind, not the body. that tires. Then 
the Dynamometer will make a record of his 


| grip, the Aesthesiometer will test his sense 


of touch, the Plesthysmograph will measure 
his capacity for feeling and withstanding 
physical pain, and other apparatus will de- 
termine the state of his hearing, his blood 
pressure, and his sight. 

But perhaps the most effective telltale of 
all the machines is the little psycho-gal- 
vanometer, which is strapped to the wrist of 
the subject before the expert begins his ques- 
tioning. The subject may have a poker face 
and betray never a visible sign of emotion 
when questions connected with his supposed 
crimes are asked, but the psycho galvanom- 
eter will detect and register the slightest 
quickening of his pulse. 

Classify the Defectives. 

By means of ali these machines and courses 
of questioning, Dr. Hickson explained, the 
human grist of the laboratory can be almost 
unerringly divided into ten subnormal 
classes. The first of these, and highest, is 
called the “ backward” class. To it might 
be assigned, for instance, children of fair in- 
telligence, whose development has been re- 
tarded by iliness. Next below come the 
„ morons,” in three distinct classifications— 
higher, middle, and lower. The morons” 
are on the mental border ground between de- 
fectiveness and normality. Then come the 
imbeciles, and last of all the idiots, each 
with three similar divisions. 


All Minds Defective, 

“ All of us have some stigmata of degen- 
eration—myself with the rest,“ admitted Dr. 
Hickson. “ But that is not so serious as it 
sounds. The stigmata are hereditary, com- 
ing down to us through countless genera- 
tions. 

Every one has astigmatism of the eyes 
only some have worse cases than others, So 
it is with the mind.” 

Dr. Hickson, who studied abroad for sev- 
eral years, said he would rely greatly on the 
Rossolimo test for intelligence, which ig 
familiar to the psychologists of Europe but 
new to America. 

“The test consists of a number of ques- 
tions, from answers to which can be deter- 
mined the mental condition of the person of 
whom they are asked. 

“Try it on me, suggested a reporter. 

„Very well,” said Dr. Hickson, “I'll ask 
you one of the questions: * What would you 
do if you missed a train? 

Makes Thoughtful Answer,
